CONGRESSMEN PRESSURIZED 
BY ADMINISTRATION 


Washington, Yielding to pres- 
sure from lha Reagan administ- 
ration the US Congress House 
of Representatives has ap- 
proved, fallowing the Senate, the 
1 084 military expenditure bill 
having thus satisfied virtually 
all lha White House and Penta- 
gon demands. 

As it Is known, for the coming 
fiscal year Ihe Reagan administ- 
ration has earmarked a record 
peace-time sum of over 280 bil- 
lion dollars for military pur- 
poses. The bulk of the money 
vrfll be spent on the construction 
and deployment of the newest 


st rateglc armaments systems. 
Priority |i given to tha produc- 
tion in IB64 of tha first 27 MX 
ICBMs which ara a first-strike 
weapon, as well as to the de- 
signing of Midgetman, new mo- 
bile ballistic missiles. Over 5 
billion dollars are allocated for 
tha building of B-l strategic 
bombers and another 1.5 bil- 
lion dollars for the manufacture 
of Trident nuclear submarines. 
Tha bill also provides for a con- 
siderable addition to conven- 
tional armaments, Including 
purchases of 600 M-l tanks and 
of 36 P-15 fighter planes.

industrial facilities. Bundeswehr 
exports believe that 10 million 
Germans will lore (hair lives 
should the Americans explode 
th e mines, while the con- 
sequences of the explosion 
would hit the whote of tha 
FRG. 

It Is likely that nuclear mines 
are given a major rola In Wash- 
ington's plan concerning the so- 
called “limited nuclear war". 


UN DISCUSSES ISRAELI OCCUPATION 


Geneva. The UN Economic 
and Social Council has discussed 
the situation in tha Arab ter- 
ritories occupied by Israel in 
1967. The Council considered 
two UN Secretary General 
reports dealing with concrete 
facts relating to tha Tel Aviv 
policy of annexations of tha 
occupied Arab lands, from 
which the indigenous popula- 
tion is driven away to make 
room for Israeli settlements. 

Representatives of the Arab 
States, and of the sodallat as 
well as a number of developing 


countries, firmly condemned 
Israel’s policy on the occupied 
territories. 

The Council adopted a special 
resolution calling upon all the 
UN member-countries and UN 
specialized agencies to render 
all possible aid and assistance 
to the Palestinians living in the 
Israel-occupied lands. The Amer- 
ican delegation, true to its 
policy of support for the Israeli 
Zionists, was the only ons of the 
54 council members to vole 
against the resolution.

Thatcher to militarize the Falklands 


New York, The British Gov- 
eminent baa embarked on tha 
mltUarlzallOD 0 f the Falkland 
(Malvina) Islands. According to 
5? J- ,S .“wsazlne, "Aviation 
Wocx and Space Technology". 
Margaret Thatcher's administra- 
tion has nt aside 300 million 
dollars to build an air force 
ba« near the archipelago'a ad- 


mlDistrativfl capital. Pori Stan- 
ley (Puerto Argenliao). Two 
runways will be able to handle 
strategic bombers. British com- 
panies won the contracts for 
building the base, while Amer- 
ican firms are to deliver radar 
and communication equipment of 
the same type as that used by 
NATO countries. 


Lisbon. Negotiations between 
tile USA and Portugal over the 
extenllon of the Tease of the 
Lajes (Azores) bare, belonging 
to Portugal, have apparently 
led nowhere. 

The Americans have used La- 
jes for over a decade now, and 
the base has served on more 
Uian one occasion to airlift 
American troops to Africa, the 
Middle East and the Persian 
Giiir area. The Portuguese 
Government and the country's 
&neral Staff admll that they 
know nothing about the con- 


tent of the concrete depots at 
tha Lajes base, while American 
information on take-off and 
landings of their aircraft Is al- 
ways delayed. 

The Pentagon is now insist- 
ing on tha expansion and mo- 
(formation of the base. It also 
warns a base in continental 
Portugal for redlslocatlon of 
the rapid deployment force 
which, as It is well known, has 
nuclear weapons in ita posses- 
sion.

EXORBITANT ADVENTURISM 

Pentagon plans to make use of outer space for Its aggres- 
sive ends have been Implemented within the homework of 
several tar-reachlng military doctrines sponsored by the 
present administration, writes the SOV1ETSKAYA ROSSIYA 
newspaper. The White House hopes lo achieve superiorly 
over (he Soviet Union by expanding the arms race fo ever 
new spheres. Here tn all seriousness, they discuss Ihe op- 
portunities lor "limited", "protected'' and even "victorious' 
wars. Involving the use of nuclear weapons, revolutionary 
military technology and new means of mass annihilation, for 
many US statesmen the mif/tarfsatfon of outer space fs both 
a natural step forward and a measure which can easily be 
Justified by human morals. 

II we analyse the crux of (he matter, that is the words and 
deeds ol the American administration, one thing becomes 
amply clear; what Is In question is not a defensive measure, 
but the preparation ol a llrst strike.

PROTECTION 
FOR THE FIELD 

An original machine (oi pro- 
tecting sloping flelda has been 
designed at the Odessapocbvo- 
mash agricultural machinery as- 
sociation, In Odessa {Ukraine). 
Tests In various areas of Lhe 
country have shown that It is 
efficient [or pasture- and fal- 
low-land and meadows, lying on 
slopes ot up to ten degrees. 

The device, weighing aboul 
one tonne, follows tho tractor 
across the slope making unin- 
terrupted 45 cm deep drains. 
The drains which aro spaced at 
a distance of up lo 1.5 metres, 
are widened at the lower end. 
while swaths are formed on the 
surface. This provides for the 
greatest concentration ol water 
In the soil’. Once the process is 
complete, the amount of water 
In the field goes up by 500 ton- 
nes, twice as much as Is usually 
accumulated. Tbe technique will 
prevent surface soil being 
washed away. 


ECOLOGY AND LICHEN 

According to Estonian re- 
searchers, ordinary lichens can 
compete against the most sensi- 
tive instruments. They have dis- 
covered that many species oi 
these simple plants can serve as 
highly sensitive) biological In- 
dicator of environmental condi- 
tions. 

It has been recently revealed 
that llieso amazing plants can- 
not withstand direct smrrays, 
polluted sir, dusly soli and 
give quite clear signals lo thal 
effect. 

We have come to know 
lichens' signals, Baid Director 
J. Martin of tha Tallinn Botani- 
cal Gardens (Estonian SSR Acad- 
emy of Sciences)— using special 
microscopic instruments, one can 
determine which substances are 
contained tn the surrounding 
atmosphere and In what quanti- 
ties. Unlike complex plants and 
living organisms, lichens have a
